Squeeze jaice from grapefruit and 


use enough boiling water

two cups ot liquid. Put boiling water 
n a sauce pan, add sugar, cornstarch 
diluted in cold water and salt. Cook, 
stirring constantly until clear. Stir 
n grapefruit juice. 


Adi yolk of egg unbeaten and re- 


move from the fire. Mix thoroughly 
and pour into the baked pie shell. 
Beat white of egg till stiff and dry 
B-ith cold water. Beat in sugar and 
pile on pie. Bake eight minutes in 
a moderate oven. Serve cold. 


GRAPEFRUIT SALAD. 


Two grapefruit, 1 green 
pepper, 


3 drops onion juice, U teaspoon salt, 
2 tE.blespoons oil, paprika. 


Peel grapefruit, 
removing all the 


tough white skin.

tions and remove pulp from connect- 
ing tissues.

ing.

Drain. 
Scrape the white part 


off with a spoon, leaving only the 
yellow rind. 


Cut in nhreds. Measure pulp and use 


same amount of sugar 
and 
fruit. 


Wash and" Tripe oranges and lemons 
the night before, you want to make 
the marmalade. Slice very thin into 
a large crock. 


Add 10 cups cold water and let 


stand over night. Bring 
slowly 
to 


the boiling point and boil half an 
hour. 
Measure and add

sugar as there Is fruit1 Add 
to 


grapefruit 
pulp shredded rind and 


sugar and cook the whole about an 
hour and one-half.

but the volume of business has fall- 
en off and the advance outside of 
speculative issues, like the tractions 
sjnd a few of the industrials, has been 
checked. Neither Liberty bonds nor 
foreign governments have gained any 
around in nearly a month. This in- 
dicates that more thought is being 
taken in investment circles of the 
diversion of capital now available for 
the security market, after trade has 
begun to require its normal supply 
of funds.

to this and said: "About bread being

who

studied for so long to become phy- 
sicians I should like to ask whether

We should have a charity clinic 
in the central section of the city anfl 
one on the east side. 


KNOWS HOW TO MAKE BRICKS. 
Dr. McClelland spoke again, saying 


"As a matter of fact we all want the 
same thing. We men are In absolute 
sympathy with the care of 
babies 


What we ar6 objecting to Is the way 
to get It, Mr. Mattes knows a lot 
more about making bricks than he 
does about taking care of babies. We 
thjnk we know a lot more about tak- 
ing care of babies." 


Mrs. Espy said she had worked with 


the clinics a great 
deal 
and 
had 


watched Dr. Neece and Mrs. Sweeny 
during the examinations and had ob- 
served how much and how little they 
have infringed on the doctors. She 
said that she had heard Dr. Neece 
time after time refer sick babies back 
to the family physician. 


HELPS MANY BABIES. 


She called attention to 
the 
fact 


that many babies are brought to the 
stations, when the mothers do not 
think there is anything the matter 
with them, when upon,«5camination 
it was found that they should be un- 
der a doctor's care. The keynote of 
the clinic as it now stands Is the en- 
couragement of the education of the 
mothers In the care of their children 
and this she said would be killed If 
the clinic were made a charity affair. 
Other women also upheld the work of 
the clinic as they have been run. 


Dr. Parrish answered Mrs. Espy 


saying "There has never been a word 
of complaint from any doctor in re- 
gard to' mothers being taught how 
to care for their children but we do 
charge that giving a food formula Is 
practicing medicine." 


Dr. Sanders spoke again giving a 


new angle to the situation saying the 
public was entirely misinformed about 
what the medical society wanted, that 
it never had objected to the baby 
clinic. 


CONDEMN NEWSPAPERS. 


The newspapers came in for their 


share of condemnation. Dr. Fitzpat- 
rlck told of having a conference with 
Mr. Mattes and proposing to furnish 
him with a list of volunteers In or- 
der to have some one to fill the place 
vacated by Dr. Neece. We even called 
upon Dr. Neece at the station last 
Thursday ana asked him to continue 
for several weeks. We didn't give 
any Information to the newspapers 
because we felt we were dealing with 
Mattes and not the newspapers. Not 
a member of this committee is doing: 
infant feeding, we are not grinding 
our own ax." 


It should be explained 
that Dr. 


Neece did not take baby cases of any 
kind, nor did he give any Information 
In regard to baby feeding from his 
office while he was In chare of the 
clinic. 


HEALTH PERSONAL. 


"You 
can't compare the health de- 


partment to the public school. The 
school.Is the preservation of the state 
•imt health is an Individual problem," 
said Dr. Fitzpatrlck. 


One of the women objected to this 


saying that if that were the case, why 
didn't the dentist object to the use oJ 
the tooth brush being taught in the 
schools? Why don't educators ob- 
ject to public libraries?" 


"It Mr. Mattes would only keep out 


of the newspapers we would get along 
a lot better," said Dr. Parrish.

Cotton Shows Most Activ- 


ity—Upward Tendency 


on Stock Exchange.

Wall St., New York, May 2.—There 


were fe\v changes of consequence in 
the financial situation today.

greater p'art of the session but it 
was still a mixed movement. 
The 


same was true of the day's bond deal- 
ings. 
The investment has lost the 


note of enthusiasm which it had a 
vreek ago when the ?100,000,000 Can- 
adian government Issue was so easily 
taken. 


To be sure there has oeen no re- 


action to speak of in the bond list, 
but the volume of business has fall- 
en off and the advance outside cf 
speculative issues, like the tractions 
and a few of the industrials, has been 
checked. Neither Liberty bonds cor 
foreign governments have gained any 
ground in nearly a month. This in- 
dicates that more thought is being 
taken In investment circles of the 
diversion of capital now available for 
the security market, after trade has 
begun to require its normal supply 
of funds. 


CAUTION NOTED. 


In tie speculative markets, too, the 


same touch of caution was apparent 
today as had been noted since the 
middU of last week. Certain stocks 
at times were rushed forward rather 
briskly. Among these were Baldwin 
Locomotive, American Loco, Stude- 
baker, International Paper and few 
cf the oils.
